Our Neglected Child. 
'He that convert eth a sinner 
from the error of his* way shall 
save a soul from death and 
shall hide a multitude of sins.' 
How gFSftt this multitude ot 
t£iw may be no mortal (MM tell, 
but the amount of evil which 
we may neglect »to present 
would !i|>|>iill US) ll WC could 
■but know it. 

Yon may think it is a little 
thing to Hhelier ; to feed, to 
protect and leach and love a 
little child. You may plead 
your munitions, your engage- 
ments, and your cares, and say 
with Cain 'Am I my brother's 
keeper ?' but when eternity 
unfolds it« record you may see 
that you missed the opportu- 
nity of your life-time when 
you failed to win and save a 
little child. Read the story 
of one neglected child, poor 
Margaret, whose history and 
progeny have been traced, la 
ib summarized hi the New 
Turk Times, 

Margaret, when a little girl, 
perhaps an orphan, perhaps 
abandoned by her parents, was 
left adrilt in one of ■ the vil 
lagew ol the Upper Hudson. 
There was no almshouse in the 
place. ; but she waB a subject 
of outdoor relief, probably re- 
ceiving occasionally food and 
clothing from the officials, 
but never educated, and never 
kindly sheltered in a home. 
SI it- became the mother of a 
long race of criminals and 
paupers, and her progeny baa 
cursed ilia country ever since. 
The county records show two 
hundred ot her descendants 
who have been criminals. In 
one single generation of her 
unhappy line there were 
twenty children; of these 
three died in infancy, and 
seventeen Bitrvivcd to maturity. 
Of the seventeen, nine served 
in the State- prisons for high 
crimes an aggregate term of 
fifty years, while the others 
Were frequent inmates of jails 
and penitentiaries and alms- 
houses. 

Of the 623 desfcendanis from 
this unhappy girl, who was 
left on the village streets and 


abandoned in her childhood, a 
great number have been idiota, 
imbeciles, drunkards, lunatics, 
paupers, and 1 prostitutes, but 
200 the more vigorous are 
on record as criminals. It is 
estimated that this neglected 
little child has thus cost tbe 
county authorities, in the ef- 
fects she ha<» transmitted, at 
least 1100,000 in the expense 
and care of criminals and 
paupers, besides the untold 
damage Bhe has inflicted on 
property and public morals. 

When we think ot the mul- 
titude of wi etched beings Bhe 
has left upon the earth ; of 
the sufferings, degradation, 
ignorance, and crime that one 
child has thus transmitted ; ot 
the evil that she has caused to 
thousands of innocent families, 
and the loss to the community, 
we can alt feebly app ceiate 
the importance to the public 
of the care and education of 
a 'single pauper child. — The 
Safeguard.
